Meeting  opened  at  10:00  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  by  Moderator, 
Alfred  W.  Poore. 

Article  One  of  the  Warrant  read  and  check  list  posted. 

On  motion  of  Robert  M.  Gordon,  it  was  voted  that  the  polls  be  now- 
opened  for  voting,  that  the  balance  of  the  Warrant  be  read  and 
Articles  2  to  37  be  acted  upon  at  1 :30  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  that 
the  polls  close  at  6:00  o'clock  and  that  our  next  Annual  Town  Meeting 
be  opened  at  10:00  o'clock  in  the  forenoon.

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ARTICLE  2.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,000.00 
for  the  Public  Library. 

ARTICLE  3.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  $2,000.00  for  main- 
tenance of  our  Cemeteries. 

ARTICLE  4.  Voted  to  dismiss  this  article  regarding  White  Pine 
Blister  Rust. 

ARTICLE  5.  Voted  that  the  Selectmen  be  empowered  to  borrow 
at  times  as  needed  such  sums  of  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes  not  to 
exceed  at  any  one  time  the  sum  of  $80,000.00.  Such  sums  to  be  obtained 
from  New  Hampshire  Institutions  at  the  lowest  rate  of  interest 
obtainable. 

ARTICLE  6.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  administer  or 
dispose  of  any  Real  Estate  acquired  by  the  Town  through  the  Tax 
Collector's  Deed  or  by  Gift. 

ARTICLE  7.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  $1,000.00  for  im- 
provement and  maintenance  of  Barnard  Play  Ground  and  care  of  the 
Commons. 

ARTICLE  8.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  $200.00  for  the  Merri- 
mack Valley  Regional  Association. 

ARTICLE  9.  Voted  to  accept  State  Aid  for  improvement  of  Class 
Five  Roads  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,264.55.  The 
State  to  contribute  Five  Thousand  Fifty-eight  and  19/100  ($5,058.19) 
Dollars. 

ARTICLE  10.  Voted  to  paint  the  Steel  Bridge  in  Grasmere  and 
raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same  not  to  exceed  $1,400.00. 

ARTICLES  11-12-13-14-15-16-17.  Voted  to  combine  these  articles 
regarding  Street  lighting  and  accept  the  recommendation  of  the  Budget 
Committee  and  leave  the  placing  of  lights  to  the  discretion  of  the 
Selectmen. 

ARTICLES  18-19.  Voted  to  combine  these  articles  acting  favorably 
upon  them,  leaving  action  to  the  discretion  of  the  Selectmen. 
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ARTICLE  20.  Voted  the  Town  accept  a  gift  of  land  for  right  of 
way  forty  (40)  feet  wide  extending  South  and  Westerly  from  end  of 
Pineridge  Street  to  end  of  a  Street  on  the  Goffstown  Masonic  Building 
Association  Land  and  to  lay  out  and  accept  said  street  over  said  land 
when  a  house  or  houses  are  built,  said  Street  to  be  bulldozed  to  grade  by 
said  Peaslee.  and  houses  be  not  further  apart  than  (200)  feet. 

ARTICLE  21.  Voted  the  Town  accept  a  gift  by  deed  from  Fred  A. 
Hamilton  of  a  piece  of  land  for  a  right  of  way  thirty  (30)  feet  wide 
and  about  Three  Hundred  (300)  feet  long,  leading  off  the  Mast  Road 
and  running  Southerly  toward  the  old  Milford  Railroad  land  and  to 
lay  out  and  accept  a  Street  over  said  right  of  way  as  shown  on  Plan  No. 
180,  recorded  in  the  Hillsborough  County  Registry  of  Deeds. 

ARTICLE  22.  Voted  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  Nine 
Hundred  Ninety  ($990.00)  Dollars  to  pay  for  Standard  Traffic  Signal 
Light  at  corner  of  Mast  Road  and  Pinard  Street. 

ARTICLE  23.  Voted  to  require  all  persons  intending  to  build  any 
new  Buildings,  remodel  and  enlarge  present  buildings,  to  first  obtain  a 
permit  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen  before  beginning  the  construction, 
said  permit  to  be  without  restrictions  and  to  be  required  only  for  pur- 
pose of  record. 

ARTICLE  24.  Voted  to  dismiss  this  Article  asking  for  Seven 
Thousand  ($7,000.00)  Dollars  appropriation  to  resurface  Main  Street. 

ARTICLE  25.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  Fifteen  Thousand 
($15,000.00)  Dollars  for  maintenance  of  the  Fire  Department. 

ARTICLE  26.  Voted  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  Five 
Thousand  ($5,000.00)  Dollars  to  purchase  a  Tank  Truck  for  use  of 
the  Fire  Department. 

ARTICLE  27.  Voted  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
Fifteen  Hundred  ($1,500.00)  Dollars  for  the  purpose  of  reconstruction 
at  the  Fire  Station  to  make  room  for  the  Tank  Truck  when  purchased. 

ARTICLE  28.  Voted  to  increase  the  Salary  of  the  Town  Treasurer 
to  Six  Hundred  ($600.00)  Dollars. 
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ARTICLE  29.  Voted  the  Town  adopt  the  Employees  Retirement 
System  of  N.  H.  as  contained  in  Article  No.  15,  of  1949. 

ARTICLE  30.  Voted  to  construct  a  Sewer  System  in  Pinardville 
District,  so  called,  within  the  Town  of  Goffstown  in  accordance  with  a 
survey  and  plan  made  by  Harding,  Hayden  and  Buchanan  Consulting 
Engineers. 

ARTICLE  31.  Voted  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
money  not  to  exceed  One  Hundred  Seventy-One  Thousand  ($171,- 
000.00)  Dollars  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  Sewer  System  in 
Pinardville  District,  so  called,  within  the  Town  of  Goffstown  in  accord- 
ance with  Hayden,  Harding  and  Buchanan  Consulting  Engineers  and 
raise  same  by  Serial  Bonds  and  notes  of  the  Town  in  accordance  of  the 
Municipal  Bond  Statute.  Voted  by  Ballot  using  the  Town  Checklist. 
YES— 446,  NO— 36. 

ARTICLE  32.  Voted  to  construct  part  of  the  extension  to  the  pres- 
ent sewer  system  in  Goffstown  Village  in  accordance  with  a  survey  and 
plan  made  by  Hayden-Harding  and  Buchanan  Consulting  Engineers. 

ARTICLE  33.  Voted  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  not  to 
exceed  Twenty  Thousand  ($20,000.00)  Dollars  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
structing part  of  the  extension  to  the  present  sewer  system  in  Goffstown 
Village  in  accordance  with  a  survey  and  plan  made  by  Hayden,  Hard- 
ing and  Buchanan,  Consulting  Engineers,  and  to  raise  such  sums  to 
authorize  the  issuance  of  Serial  Bonds  or  Notes  under  and  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Bond  Statute,  and  any  amendments 
thereto.  Vote  taken  by  Ballot  and  using  the  Town  Check  List.  Result 
as  follows:  YES— 268,  NO— 15. 

ARTICLE  34.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  use  any  unused 
balance  of  funds  appropriated  under  Article  31  for  the  purpose  of  Con- 
structing any  part  of  the  extensions  of  the  present  Sewer  System  in 
Goffstown  Village,  in  accordance  with  the  survey  mentioned  in  Article 
33. 

ARTICLE  35.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  One 
Hundred  Sixteen  Thousand,  One  Hundred  Thirty-nine  and  55/100 
($116,139.55)  Dollars,  plus  the  amount  of  County  Tax,  for  the  support 
of  the  Poor,  construction  and  maintenance  of  Highways  and  Bridges 
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and  all  other  necessary  Town  expenses  for  the  ensuing  year,  including 
the  amount  for  Memorial  Day. 

ARTICLE  36.     Voted  to  accept  the  Town  Report  and  extend  the 
report  to  accept  the  correction  of  Highway  unexpended  Balance. 
Voted  to  keep  the  Polls  open  until  7:00  o'clock  P.  M. 

ARTICLE  37.     Other  Business. 

RESOLUTION.  Voted:  Be  it  ordered  that  each  Department, 
Committee  or  other  division  of  the  Town  which  is  granted  funds  be 
extended  during  the  year,  shall  within  30  days  next  following  the  regu- 
lar Town  meeting  file  with  the  Selectmen  and  with  the  Treasurer  a 
proposed  budget  showing  as  carefully  as  possible  how  such  funds  shall 
be  extended  by  said  division. 

It  is  further  ordered  that  all  bills  of  the  Town  or  any  division  thereof, 
excepting  the  School  Department,  shall  be  paid  directly  by  the  Town 
Treasurer,  and  that  no  purchase  in  excess  of  One  Hundred  ($100.00) 
Dollars  shall  be  made,  or  any  indebtedness  incurred  in  excess  of  One 
Hundred  ($100.00)  Dollars  except  with  the  prior  written  approval  of 
the  Selectmen  and  of  the  Treasurer. 

RESOLUTION  Voted:  That  a  permanent  committee,  known  as  the 
Town  Report  Committee,  be  elected  and  authorized  to  review  the  Town 
Report  and  suggest  any  changes  and  improvements  that  will  make  the 
Report  more  readable  and  understandable. 

Said  Committee  to  have  as  members  the  incoming  Selectmen,  Town 
Treasurer  and  Chairman  of  the  Budget  Committee,  all  ex-officio,  and 
five  citizens  to  be  elected  from  the  floor,  who  shall  be  replaced  should 
they  cease  to  be  residents. 

The  following  citizen  members  were  elected:  Charles  Parsons,  Morton 
Whipple,  Meldon  Rice,  Gardner  Lamson,  and  Wilfred  Cloutier. 

There  being  no  further  business,  polls  were  again  opened  for  voting.

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Selectmen's  Report 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Goffstown: 

During  the  year  most  of  the  work  for  which  appropriations  were 
made  at  the  last  Town  Meeting  has  been  accomplished. 

The  largest  undertaking  was  the  Pinardville  Sewer  System.  Many 
unforeseen  problems  arose,  making  it  necessary  to  depart  somewhat 
from  the  original  plans.  The  final  solution  to  these  problems  has  been 
in  the  best  interest  of  the  town. 

Four  companies  submitted  bids  for  the  purchase  of  the  Sewer  Bonds. 
The  lowest  bidder  was  awarded  the  contract  at  a  figure  of  1.90%  plus 
accrued  interest.  We  then  advertised  for  bids  on  construction  and 
received  eight.  The  Manchester  Sand  and  Gravel  Co.  was  selected  at 
a  figure  of  $135,971.20,  plus  a  unit  price  for  unforeseen  conditions. 

The  engineering  firm  of  Hayden,  Harding  and  Buchanan  of  Boston 
was  retained  to  furnish  working  plans,  specifications  and  supervision 
of  the  work  on  a  percent  basis  of  the  construction  cost.  They  have 
proven  to  be  very  valuable  in  the  administration  of  the  whole  project. 

Construction  began  and  progressed  according  to  plans.  The  first 
change  in  our  original  planning  came  when  the  New  Hampshire  Water 
Pollution  Board  caused  us  to  re-locate  the  out  fall.  A  most  satisfactory 
arrangement  was  reached  with  the  City  of  Manchester,  making  it  possible 
to  connect  to  their  existing  out  flow  below  the  Kelly  Falls  Dam.  This 
arrangement  has  eliminated  the  future  need  for  a  filtration  plan  in 
this  area  and  will  prove  to  be  a  real  financial  saving  to  the  town. 

When  construction  was  actually  underway  it  was  deemed  advisable 
to  make  several  other  changes  in  the  course  to  follow.  All  departures 
from  the  original  plan  will  be  for  the  best  interest  of  the  citizens  in 
this  area  and  for  the  entire  town  financially.  Several  streets  which 
were  in  poor  condition  before  construction  began  were  resurfaced,  a 
job  that  would  have  had  to  be  done  very  shortly  and  at  a  greater 
expense  to  the  town.  Some  work  still  remains  to  be  done  on  the  streets 
before  the  job  is  finally  accepted  by  the  town. 

Your  selectmen  are  convinced  that  the  work  has  been  accomplished 
in  an  excellent  manner  and  at  a  cost  much  lower  than  could  be  realized 
for  years  to  come. 

A  ruling  by  the  N.  H.  Pollution  Board  that  the  river  in  the  vicinity 
of  Goffstown  village  could  no  longer  be  used  for  the  disposal  of  sewage 
presented  a  real  problem.  A  hearing  was  arranged  with  the  Board  and 
after  listening   to  our  problems,   permission   for   a   limited   amount   of 
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new  construction  was  granted.  "What  can  be  done  will  not  satisfy  the 
entire  need  of  the  village.  The  long  range  program  will  no  doubt 
necessitate  a  disposal  plant.  Due  to  the  delay  in  the  meeting  of  the 
Pollution  Board,  plus  an  unexpected  delay  in  the  work  at  Pinardville, 
it  was  not  advisable  to  begin  construction  in  the  village.  This  work 
will  begin  early  in  the  Spring  and  at  the  same  low  unit  price  realized 
in  Pinardville. 

State  Aid  was  used  in  the  improvement  of  several  sections  of  class 
five  roads. 

New  street  lights  were  installed  in  various  locations  in  compliance 
with  the  vote  at  Town  Meeting. 

The  traffic  light  at  Pinardville  has  proven  to  be  a  safely  measure 
and  has  been  most  effective  in  regulating  traffic  in  a  congested  area. 

In  accordance  with  the  resolution  passed  at  our  last  Town  Meeting 
all  orders  for  payments  are  issued  from  our  office  and  all  funds  for  the 
various  departments  are  paid  out  by  the  Town  Treasurer. 

The  Town  Hall  is  proving  to  be  a  center  for  much  activity  and  is 
most  convenient  for  meetings  of  various  town  groups.  The  Girl  Scouts, 
Boy  Scouts,  Brownies  and  Cub  Scouts  meet  regularly  in  the  large  hall. 
The  offices  are  used  by  many  business  committees  and  for  Municipal 
Court.   The  vault  is  of  great  value  in  preserving  the  old  records. 

When  the  building  is  completed,  it  will  serve  in  a  still  greater 
degree  as  a  center  for  community  activity. 

A  BETTER  TOWN  REPORT 

In  accordance  with  a  resolution  adopted  by  the  1950  Town  Meeting, 
the  Town  Report  Committee  has  endeavored  to  make  several  improve- 
ments in  this  year's  Report.  The  committee's  objective  has  been  to  make 
the  contents  more  understandable  and  easier  to  read. 

New  information  has  been  added,  certain  data  has  been  consolidated 
and  unimportant  material  eliminated.  Several  graphs  and  charts  have 
been  prepared  to  give  a  clearer  picture  of  town  operations.  Some  sec- 
tions have  been  rearranged,  and  an  index  has  been  included  to  facilitate 
finding  the  various  departments. 

The  committee  has  received  helpful  cooperation  from  the  selectmen 
and  other  town  officials.  Special  credit  is  due  Mr.  Charles  Parsons  for 
his  generosity  in  supplying  the  graphs  and  charts  and  compiling  the 
necessary  figures  for  them. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  citizens  will  like  the  town  report  in  its  new  form, 
and  that  it  will  be  of  greater  interest  and  value.  Any  suggestions  for 
further  improvements  will  be  welcomed  by  the  committee.

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Report     of    Fire    Wardens 

During  the  last  few  years  there  have  been  several 
changes  made  in  our  Fire  Department  System.  Due  to  the 
installation  of  the  Dial  System  by  the  Telephone  Company 
the  manner  in  which  you  send  a  call  for  fire  had  to  be 
changed. 

There  are  now  five  red  phones  in  the  village,  one  at 
the  Fire  Station,  one  at  the  Chief's  residence,  and  one  at 
each  of  the  three  Fire  Wardens.  This  means  that  every 
time  you  dial  number  3311,  it  rings  at  five  different  loca- 
tions. This  system  is  proving  very  satisfactory.  We  would 
like  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  this  number 
3311  is  to  be  used  for  fires  only.  Many  people  dial  it  by 
mistake,  which  is  to  be  expected,  but  we  would  ask  that 
you  reply  to  the  error  when  you  hear  the  answer  "Fire 
Department".  This  will  satisfy  the  Chief  or  Warden  on 
duty  that  nothing  is  wrong.  This  same  principle  also  applies 
to  the  Pinardville  Department. 

This  past  year  a  new  Tank  Truck  was  purchased  and  is 
stationed  at  the  Fire  Station  on  Church  Street.  The  station 
has  been  remodelled  with  a  cement  floor  laid  in  the  rear 
building,  new  siding  put  on  by  the  Chief  and  members  of 
the  fire  companies,  the  hall  upstairs  cleaned  and  painted  by 
the  Chief,  and  a  new  heating  system  with  oil  was  installed. 

This  station  now  houses  four  pieces  of  Apparatus  and 
also  the  Old  Hand  Tub,  and  has  a  fine  hall  in  which  the 
meetings  of  the  Company  and  Wardens  are  held.  We  feel 
that  this  Station  and  your  Fire  Companies,  both  here  and 
at  Pinardville,  rank  well  with  many  of  the  towns. 

Work  was  also  done  at  the  Pinardville  Station  this  past 
year  and  there  still  remains  some  more  to  do. 

The  Chief  and  Wardens  wish  to  thank  the  citizens  of 
the  Town  for  your  co-operation  and  we  extend  a  welcome 
to  any  and  all  of  you  to  come  and  inspect  your  new  Fire 
Stations.

Report  of  Goffstown  Village  Precinct 


In  the  year  of  1885  a  village  precinct  was  established  for  the  purpose 
of  fire  protection  and  was  known  as  the  Goffstown  Village  Fire  Precinct. 
This  was  controlled  by  a  board  of  five  Fire  Wardens.  In  1891  an  act 
was  procured  from  the  Legislature  authorizing  the  precinct  to  establish 
a  water  system. 

The  water  department  was  supervised  by  a  board  of  five  Water  Com- 
missioners and  were  appointed  by  the  Fire  Wardens  of  the  Precinct.  In 
1897  the  precinct  began  lighting  its  streets  with  electricity.  These  three 
services  were  run  and  controlled  by  the  precinct  until  1942  when  at  that 
time  the  Town  took  over  the  fighting  of  fires  and  lighting  of  streets, 
leaving  the  water  department  to  the  precinct. 

As  the  precinct  is  a  separate  municipality  and  supervised  by  a  board 
of  Water  Commissioners,  its  financial  report  does  not  appear  in  the 
Town  Budget.  At  this  session  of  the  Legislature  the  name  has  been 
corrected  to  read  "The  Goffstown  Village  Precinct." 

The  Precinct  now  comprises  the  Village  District,  Parker  Village  and 
a  portion  of  District  No.  12,  known  as  the  Glen  Lake  Area. 

January  1st.  there  were  517  services  having  water  and  83  hydrants 
for  fire  purposes.  Even  with  the  metered  services  it  is  hard  to  tell  exactly 
how  much  water  is  used  yearly,  as  there  are  no  meters  for  hydrants  and 
the  water  used  at  West  Lawn  Cemetery  is  not  metered. 

We  are  very  fortunate  in  having  a  gravity  system  as  it  is  much  less 
expensive,  although  in  towns  where  pumps  are  used,  a  more  accurate 
record  of  water  used  can  be  obtained.  The  income  of  the  precinct  is 
mainly  derived  from  the  sale  of  water,  although  if  necessary,  a  tax  can 
be  levied  on  the  real  and  personal  property  located  within  the  precinct 
bounds.  This  tax  known  on  your  bill  as  the  precinct  tax,  has  been  levied 
for  the  past  two  years,  but  at  present  we  can  see  no  reason  to  ask  for  it 
this  coming  year. 
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RECORD  OF  ANNUAL  PRECINCT  MEETING 
April  4th,  1950 

Meeting  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator  William  F.  Parker  at  8 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 

It  was  voted  to  dispense  with  reading  of  the  Warrant. 

Article  1.  Officers  elected  for  the  ensuing  year:  Moderator — 
William  F.  Parker;  Clerk — Carl  B.  Pattee.  Both  took  the  Oath  of 
Office,   Auditors — Frank  W.  Bartlett,  B.  F.  Greer,  Carl  B.  Pattee. 

Article  2.  Water  Commissioner  for  five  (5)  years — Robert  M. 
Gordon. 

Article  3.  Voted  to  allow  the  Water  Commissioners  to  hire  money 
in  excess  of  Three  Hundred  Dollars  ($300.00)  due  to  any  emergency. 

Article  4.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Five  Thousand 
Dollars  ($5,000.00)  by  assessing  a  tax  on  all  Precinct  Real  Estate  for 
the  purpose  of  extending  the  water  main  at  Parkers  to  provide  water 
service  and  fire  protection  for  the  residences  of  Helen  Morse,  Merton 
Grant  and  Warren  Wright. 

Article  5.  Vote  No.  1.  Voted  that  the  Water  Commissioners  be 
authorized  to  extend  the  water  main  to  the  Glen  Lake  Area  and  raise  the 
sum  of  Twenty  Thousand  Dollars  ($20,000.00)  to  cover  the  cost  of  the 
same.   66  voting  "Yes." — 14  voting  "No."   Motion  carried. 

Vote  No.  2.  Moved  that  we  authorize  the  Water  Commissioners  to 
issue  and  sell  serial  bonds  or  notes  in  the  sum  of  Twenty  Thousand 
Dollars  ($20,000.00)  payable  at  such  time  and  in  such  amounts  and  bear- 
ing such  interest  as  the  Water  Commissioners  shall  determine,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Municipal  Bond  Act  of  the  New  Hampshire  Revised  Laws 
72  voting  "Yes" — 9  voting  "No."   Motion  was  carried. 

Article  6.  Voted  to  accept  the  reports  of  the  Officers  as  printed  in 
the  Town  Reports. 

Article  7.  There  being  no  further  business  to  come  up  under  this 
article,  it  was  voted  to  adjourn.

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Annual     Heport     of     the     School     Board 
and     Superintendent     of     Schools 

To  the  Citizens  of  Goffstown: 

Our  annual  report  this  year  is  of  three  parts,  the  first, 
a  brief  account  of  the  school  year  1950-51,  the  second 
part,,  a  more  detailed  consideration  of  the  enrollment  and 
housing  needs  in  the  years  to  follow,  and  thirdly  a  consid- 
eration of  the  items  carried  in  the  1951  warrant. 

School  Year  1950-51 

Teaching  Staff:  There  were  three  changes  in  personnel 
in  our  elementary  staff:  Mrs.  Nellie  Tillotson  transferred 
to  Concord,  Miss  Elizabeth  Purington  to  Weare,  and 
Mrs.  Ethel  Vittum  retired  from  teaching.  These  teachers 
were  replaced  by  Mrs.  Una  McKee  (who  had  previously 
taught  in  our  system);  Donald  MacAusland,  a  graduate 
of  the  University  of  New  Hampshire;  and  Mrs.  Atheleah 
Hutchinson,  who  had  previously  taught  in  the  schools  of 
Hillsboro.  One  additional  teacher  was  employed  to  meet 
the  increased  load  in  the  Junior  High  School, — Mr.  Emil 
Nawoj,  a  graduate  of  Keene  Teachers  College,  with  several 
years  of  successful  teaching  in  Pittsfield.  The  first  of 
January  a  second  additional  teacher,  Mrs.  Dorothy  Kil- 
lackey  of  Manchester,  a  graduate  of  Barnard  College,  was 
secured  to  relieve  the  crowded  condition  in  Grades  4, 
5  and  6  in  the  village  school. 

In  the  High  School  several  other  changes  were  neces- 
sary. Robert  D.  Bailey,  headmaster  for  the  past  seven 
years,  resigned  to  accept  the  position  of  executive  secre- 
tary of  the  N.  H.  State  Teachers'  Association.  Frank 
W.  Brown,  teacher  of  science  and  mathematics,  left  to 
begin  graduate  work  at  Harvard.  Early  in  September, 
Robert  Bissell,  instructor  in  manual  arts  and  coach  of 
athletics,  was  called  into  the  service. 

Kenneth  P.  Bishop  was  elected  principal  to  replace 
Mr.  Bailey.  Mr.  Bishop  came  to  us  from  Dover,  having 
had  eleven  years  of  teaching.  Mr.  Brown  was  replaced 
by  Elmer  R.  Knowles  who  previously  taught  in  Littleton. 
Paul  W.  Nutter  of  Fryberg,  Maine,  was  employed  as  shop 
instructor. 
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Enrollment:  As  intimated  above,  our  enrollment,  par- 
ticularly in  the  Village  schools,  is  greater  than  a  year  ago. 
Actually  grades  1  through  6  increased  from  152  to  167, 
the  junior  and  senior  high  from  177  to  193.  "We  also 
had  an  increase  in  the  lower  grades  of  the  Bartlett  School, 
which,  although  small  in  actual  percentage  gain,  seemed 
to  warrant  relief  for  the  primary  teacher  at  that  school. 
In  January,  the  eighth  grade  of  the  Bartlett  School  was 
transferred  to  the  village,  and  the  remaining  Bartlett 
pupils  grouped  grades  1-3  and  4-7.  We  anticipate  that 
such  an  arrangement  will  permit  more  effective  instruc- 
tion. 

Buildings  and  Equipment:  During  the  summer  months 
considerable  interior  painting  and  refinishing  of  equipment 
was  done  by  our  several  custodians.  The  school  lunch 
kitchen  at  the  high  school  was  enclosed. 

Carrying  out  the  action  taken  last  March,  additional 
folding  chairs  were  purchased  for  the  auditorium,  modern 
units  to  replace  antiquated  seats  and  desks  at  Grasmere, 
play  equipment  at  Bartlett  School  and  at  Grasmere 
(where  additional  land  was  given  by  Mr.  C.  M.  Holt).  A 
new  fence  was  also  erected  around  the  Grasmere  area. 
The  high  school  library  was  strengthened  by  the  addition 
of  reference  books  of  several  types. 

The  Years  1951  to  1960 

We  all  realize  that  Goffstown  has  experienced  rapid 
growth  during  the  past  ten-year  period.  According  to 
the  federal  census  of  1950,  Goffstown's  percent  of  increase 
of  32%  during  the  prior  ten  years  is  nearly  as  large  as 
that  of  any  town  in  the  state.  In  addition  to  that  fact, 
our  pre-school  census  figures  indicate  that  our  population 
is  a  young  population,  that  we  will  have  an  unusually 
large  group  of  children  of  school  age  for  the  next  six 
years.  (Obviously  we  can  not  definitely  foresee  the  picture 
beyond  a  six  year  period.) 

We  have  room  for  expansion  at  the  Bartlett  School, 
two  rooms  at  the  present  time  unused.  Grasmere  School 
has  been  filled  to  capacity  for  the  past  four  or  five  years, 
and  a  large  increase  is  foreseen  by  the  fall  of  1952,  when 
additional  facilities  must  be  provided.

We  are  faced  with  a  critical  problem  of  expansion  in 
the  village,  both  in  the  elementary  school  and  in  the  high 
school.  Our  junior  high  school  enrollment  (Grades  7  and 
8)  is  scheduled  to  increase  from  38  to  63  pupils  in  the 
fall  of  1956,  and  our  high  school  (Grades  9-12)  which 
now  stands  at  155  may  increase  to  233.  It  is  obvious 
that  with  an  indefinite  number  of  pupils  coming  to  us 
from  parochial  and  private  schools,  we  can  not  give  an 
exact  figure.  If,  however,  we  increase  our  own  elemen- 
tary graduates  by  the  average  percent  of  private  school 
pupils  enrolled  during  the  past  few  years,  we  arrive  at 
a  figure  approximating  the  233  given  above.  At  the 
present   time  we   have    eleven   units   available   (including 
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shop,  home  economics  and  science  laboratories)  for  High 
School  Grades  9-12.  By  1956  we  estimate  that  we  shall 
need  fifteen  units. 

Our  pre-school  census  figures  combined  with  present 
elementary  figures  show  probable  increase  in  Grades  1 
through  6  at  the  village  from  167  in  1950  to  258  in  1956. 
Translating  these  enrollment  figures  into  room  needs, 
by  1956  we  will  need  some  ten  rooms  for  Grades  1-6. 
These  facts  indicate  that,  with  the  high  school  needing 
some  four  or  five  additional  rooms,  the  entire  elementary 
group  in  Grades  1  through  6  will  have  to  be  provided 
for  elsewhere  in  the  near  future. 

How  to  provide  for  this  probable  increase  in  our  school 
enrollment  should  be  the  concern  of  every  citizen  in  our 
town.  It  is  a  problem  of  such  magnitude  that  no  hurried 
solution  should  be  made,  but  rather  all  aspects  should 
be  carefully  analyzed. 

Several  solutions  to  our  problem  have  been  proposed. 
Following  the  suggestion  that  the  "White  Building  be 
renovated  and  reactivated,  the  school  board  called  in  the 
State  Fire  Marshall,  Mr.  Aubrey  Robinson,  Mr.  Paul 
Farnum  of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  an  architect 
and  two  contractors.  From  these  conferences  several 
conclusions  were  derived  as  to  the  White  Building  prob- 
lem. These  findings  were  divided  as  to  whether  the 
building  is  to  be  used  on  a  temporary  or  permanent  basis. 

Regardless  of  the  period  of  usage,  a  new  heating  system 
must  be  provided.  For  several  years  prior  to  abandon- 
ment, the  problem  was  ever  present  as  to  whether  the 
boiler,  installed  around  1906,  could  be  patched-up  for 
another  year's  use.  Reports  show  that  the  lighting,  both 
natural  and  artificial,  has  repeatedly  been  reported  by  the 
State  Officers  as  grossly  inadequate. 

These  two  major  items,  together  with  the  problem 
of  added  plumbing  facilities,  and,  if  we  follow  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Fire  Marshall  that  the  electric  wiring 
be  replaced,  constitute  the  major  factors  in  remodeling 
of  the  first  floor. 

If  we  are  to  use  the  second  floor  of  the  building,  several 
additional  factors  must  be  considered.  The  present  stair- 
case violates  the  so-called  "Cocoanut  Grove  Act",   and 
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the  Fire   Marshall   also   states   that   the   fire   escapes   are 
inadequate  and  not  properly  located. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  some  that  to  expend  the  sum 
necessary  to  carry  out  the  minimum  demands  would 
entail  a  sum  of  money  greater  than  the  condition  of 
the  building  warrants,  and  that  such  a  sum  could  well 
be  spent  as  a  major  down  payment  on  a  new  plant.  One 
fact  is  certain,  that  if  the  district  is  to  spend  any  such 
sum  as  now  seems  necessary,  the  expenditure  will  of  ne- 
cessity become  part  of  permanent  planning. 

The  use  of  the  first  floor  of  the  "White  Building  would 
provide  three  classrooms,  -  the  second  floor,  three  addi- 
tional rooms.  The  first  floor  would  meet  our  needs  for  two 
or  three  years,  while  both  floors  could  carry  us  to  1955-56. 
By  the  fall  of  1956,  more  facilities  will  undoubtedly  be 
necessary,  and  four  rooms  (in  addition  to  the  six  rooms 
in  the  White  Building)  will  be  needed. 

If  we  are  to  reactivate  the  "White  Building  and  also 
construct  a  four-room  building,  the  question  arises  as  to 
comparable  over-all  costs.  The  question  also  arises  as  to 
whether  one  building  or  two  buildings  provide  compar- 
able facilities  educationally,  and  also  which  plan  is  the 
cheaper  from  the  point  of  view  of  maintenance. 

The  second  plan  proposed  would  be  to  start  a  new 
elementary  unit,  constructing  such  a  building  in  install- 
ments, erecting  only  such  rooms  as  would  be  needed  at 
a  given  time.  The  basic  unit  could  contain  sufficient 
service  facilities  for  the  ultimate  plant,  thus  holding  the 
total  cost  at  a  minimum.  Such  increased  facilities  would 
be  determined  by  the  number  of  units  needed  to  reduce 
the  pressure  on  our  present  village  school  plant  and 
on  the  Grasmere  unit. 

In  considering  the  problem  of  financing,  several  facts 
should  be  kept  in  mind.  As  of  May  1,  1951  we  will  have 
$87,000  available,  -  the  difference  between  the  5°/c  of 
assessed  valuation  and  balance  of  the  bond  issue  of  1948. 
Each  year  our  limit  increases  by  $9,000  until  by  1956  it 
will  have  reached  $132,000.  These  figures  do  not  take 
into  consideration  the  probable  increase  in  our  assessed 
valuation,  nor  that  in  case  of  necessity  we  may  borrow 
up  to  8%  of  our  valuation. 
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It  is  the  opinion  of  the  School  Board  that,  whatever 
plan  is  followed,  it  should  definitely  be  part  of  a  long- 
range  program,  and  whatever  money  is  spent,  should 
be  spent  with  that  factor  in  mind.  It  is  difficult  to  see 
how  any  temporary  plan  is  feasible  when  we  consider  the 
rapidly  increasing  school  population  and  the  needs  as 
given  earlier  in  this  report. 

In  the  opinion  of  your  superintendent,  and  in  light  of 
the  pre-school  and  present  school  enrollment  figures,  we 
should  consider  the  advisability  of  developing  the  pro- 
gram outlined  below. 

Bartlett  School 

Within  the  next  five  or  ten  years  (and  at  an  earlier 
date  if  possibe),  we  should  consider  providing  for  the 
junior  high  grades  7  and  8  at  the  village.  With  the 
available  high  school  facilities,  it  would  be  possible  to 
provide  a  more  complete  and  satisfactory  educational 
program  for  that  group.  Grades  1  to  6  could  then  be 
spread  so  that  no  more  than  two  grades  per  teacher  per 
room  would  be  in  operation. 

Grasmere  School 

As  mentioned  earlier  in  this  report,  the  Grasmere 
School  is  now  taxed  to  capacity,  and  with  two  three- 
grade  units,  effective  instruction  can  not  be  obtained. 
The  so-called  upper-grade  room  is  not  an  adequate  class- 
room by  any  educational  standard. 

A  year  from  this  fall  we  must  relieve  the  crowded 
condition,  and  we  will  be  forced  to  bring  the  junior 
high  grades  to  the  village.  For  reasons  mentioned  with 
regard  to  the  Bartlett  pupils,  the  program  for  those  pupils 
would  be  more  effective,  as  would  the  program  for  the 
remaining  elementary  grades. 

In  looking  ahead,  several  facts  must  be  faced  with 
regard  to  the  Grasmere  situation.  In  the  first  place,  the 
present  building  does  not  fit  into  any  long-range  plan. 
The  building  is  grossly  inadequate  for  the  educational 
needs  of  that  community.  Not  only  is  the  building  in 
poor  shape,  but  it  does  not  warrant  the  outlay  of  funds 
to  renovate  or  expand  said  building. 
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ANNUAL  TAX     ASSESSMENT 

FOR    GOFFSTOWN     SCHOOLS 
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It  seems  to  me  that  ultimately  all  Grasmere  pupils  should 
be  provided  for  at  the  village,  or,  as  an  alternate,  a  two- 
room  unit  for  the  younger  children  be  provided  at  Gras- 
mere, and  the  remainder  served  at  the  village.  There  are 
sound  arguments  for  both  suggestions,  and  educationally 
the  advantages  and  disadvantages  tend  to  balance  one 
another. 


We  have  previously  considered  certain  aspects  of  this 
problem  earlier  in  this  report.  I  should,  however,  like 
to  repeat  —  that  whatever  solution  we  follow,  it  should 
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be  a  part  of  a  long-range  program,  taking  into  considera- 
tion the  factors  of  all  three  areas  of  our  town. 

If  we  are  to  reactivate  the  White  Building,  we  still 
must  expect  to  provide  further  facilities  within  a  very 
few  years.  If  we  are  to  spend  any  large  amount  of  money 
on  the  White  Building,  such  expenditure  should  be 
thought  of  as  creating  a  permanent  unit.  We  must  also 
consider  the  cost  of  maintenance  and  operational  costs 
of  two  elementary  units  over  against  the  costs  of  a  single 
unit. 

There  is  no  question  in  my  mind  but  that  from  an 
educational  standpoint  a  single  elementary  unit  for 
Grades  1-6  (including  as  many  grades  from  other  areas 
as  are  deemed  advisable),  with  all  seventh  and  eighth  grade 
pupils  in  one  group  in  the  village,  would  provide  the 
best  solution  to  our  problem,  both  in  the  immediate 
future  and  for  long  range  planning. 

The  1951  Warrant  and  Budget 

Several  items  of  our  school  budget  of  1951  are  consid- 
erably larger  than  in  1950,  and  warrant  your  attention. 

Teachers'  Salaries:  As  mentioned  earlier  in  this  report, 
two  additional  teachers  were  employed  during  the  present 
school  year.  It  is  probable  that  two  additional  high 
school  teachers  will  be  required  next  fall,  and  probably 
an  additional  elementary  teacher  at  the  Bartlett  School. 
These  five  teachers,  not  a  part  of  the  1950  budget,  call 
for  an  increase  of  some  25%  in  our  base  budget  for 
teachers'  salaries  for  50-51.  The  increased  cost  of  living 
and  correspondingly  high  salaries  for  teachers  causes  a 
further  increase  in  this  item. 

Equipment:  The  principal  need  in  this  item  is  pupil 
desks  and  chairs  for  some  43  additional  pupils  expected 
next  fall.    $1,100  of  this  item  is  for  that  purpose. 

Minor  Repairs:  At  Grasmere,  we  should  (with  the  co- 
operation of  the  town  and  the  selectmen)  plan  to  paint 
the  exterior  of  the  school.  We  have  included  an  item  of 
$500  for  that  purpose. 

Also  included  as  probable  repairs  is  the  need  to  resur- 
face the  steps  at  the  Bartlett  School.  They  have  weathered 
to   the  point   where  they   are   a   hazard   to   the   safety   of 
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pupils  and  adults.  $200  is  included  for  that  purpose.  An 
item  is  also  included  to  provide  a  steel  fence  on  Mast 
Road  for  the  protection  of  the  pupils  while  on  the  play- 
ground. 

Conclusion 

Your  school  board  and  superintendent  feel  that  our 
schools  are  in  a  healthy  condition.  Certain  accomplish- 
ments of  the  staff  are  worthy  of  comment. 

During  the  present  school  year  the  7th  and  8th  grade 
pupils  of  Bartlett  and  Grasmere  have  been  transported 
to  the  village  one  afternoon  per  week  for  shop,  home 
economics,  and  supervised  physical  activity. 

Driver  Education  has  been  instituted  in  the  High 
School  program.  The  high  schools  of  New  Boston,  Weare 
and  Goffstown,  through  the  interest  and  effort  of  Mr. 
Leon  Grant  of  Weare,  have  been  given  the  use  of  a  dual- 
control  instructional  Ford  Sedan.  We  are  indebted  to 
Mr.  Grant  and  appreciate  his  cooperation  in  the  program. 

The  School  Lunch  Program  at  the  High  School  has 
been  a  success  through  the  efforts  of  Mrs.  Radcliffe  Beebe 
and  her  assistants.  Some  220  pupils  are  fed  each  noon  at 
a  nominal  cost,  augmented  by  federal  funds.  To  date,  the 
program  is  self-supporting  as  far  as  operational  costs  are 
concerned. 

During  the  past  year  more  effective  use  has  been 
made  of  our  increased  facilities.  Our  curriculum  has 
been  enriched  in  several  of  its  phases.  In  addition  to 
added  school  usage,  various  adult  groups  are  using  the 
auditorium,  cafeteria,  and  classrooms  for  worthwhile 
activities. 

The  ultimate  solution  of  our  school-housing  problem 
rests  with  the  voters  of  the  district.  It  isn't  a  matter  of 
what  the  school  board  or  the  superintendent  want  for  the 
schools,  but  rather  what  do  you  the  people  want  for 
your  schools  so  that  the  schools  can  meet  the  needs,  as 
you  see  them,  of  the  boys  and  girls  of  our  communities.

authorize  and  direct  the  School  Board  to  apply  against  such  appropria- 
tion the  sum  to  be  received  from  State  Aid  and  with  the  School  District 
Clerk,  certify  to  the  Selectmen  the  balance  as  an  assessment  to  be  raised 
by  the  Town  for  school  purposes.   Vote  was  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  9 — Moved:  That  the  District  raise  and  appropriate  in 
addition  to  the  original  appropriation  for  1949-1950,  the  sum  of 
$18,200,  to  be  made  available  to  the  School  District  prior  to  July  1, 
1950,  as  the  School  Board  may  direct,  such  funds  to  meet  unanticipated 
obligations  caused  by  loss  of  State  Aid  and  to  other  operational  costs 
and  additional  capital  expenses.    Vote  was  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  10  — Moved:  That  the  School  Board  enter  into  a  contract 
to  have  the  building  at  the  corner  of  Mill  and  Parker  Streets  removed 
and  that  the  same  be  removed  as  expeditiously  as  possible.  Vote  was  in 
the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  11 — Voted  to  dismiss  this  Article. 

ARTICLE  12— Voted  that  the  sum  of  $200.00  per  school  be  raised 
and  appropriated  for  playground  equipment  for  the  several  elementary 
schools.    Grasmere  and  Pinardville.    Total  $400.00. 

ARTICLE  13 — Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $850.00 
for  the  purchase  of  school  equipment. 

ARTICLE  14 — Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $250.00 
for  high  school  library  and  reference  books. 

ARTICLE  1 5 — Voted  to  authorize  the  School  Board  to  accept  a 
piece  of  land  given  by  Mr.  Charles  Holt  at  Grasmere  to  be  used  for 
playground  purposes,  and  to  acquire  the  same  in  the  name  of  the  District. 

Voted  that  the  Clerk  of  the  School  Board  be  authorized  to  write 
a  note  to  Mr.  Holt  for  his  gift  of  this  tract  of  land. 

ARTICLE  16 — After  some  discussion  on  this  article  by  several  of 
the  voters  a  motion  was  made  "That  we  dismiss  the  article."  The  vote 
was  in  the  negative. 

The  following  motion  was   then  presented: 

Moved:  That  the  District  approve  the  inclusion  of  its  officers  and 
employees  in  the  Employee's  Retirement  System  of  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire,  which  system    is  provided    for    by    Chapter   27 A  of  the 
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Revised  Laws  as  inserted  by  Chapter  163  of  the  Laws  of  1945  and 
provided  by  Chapter  201  of  the  Laws  of  1945  and  any  subsequent 
amendment  thereto,  and  that  the  District  in  order  to  carry  out  the 
provisions  of  the  above,  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $325.00. 
Vote  was  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  17 — Voted  to  return  to  Article  8  and  to  include  in  the 
amount  to  be  raised  the  sum  of  $1,825.00  which  is  the  amount  to  be 
raised  under  the  various  Articles,  so  that  the  total  amount  to  be  raised 
and  appropriated  will  read  $99,571.00. 

This  amount  plus  the  amount  to  be  raised  under  Article  9  ($18,200.00) 
makes  a  grand  total  of  $117,771.00. 

Remarks  were  made  regarding  the  removing  of  the  shed  attached  to 
the  Town  Hall  and  School  Building  in  Grasmere. 

No  action  could  be  taken  as  this  property  is  owned  jointly  by  the 
Town  and  School  District. 

No  other  business  it  was  voted  to  adjourn.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 


At  the  beginning  of  the  school  year,  September,  1949,  350  pupils  in 
the  Goffstown  schools  were  examined  by  Dr.  Reiner,  the  school  phy- 
sician. Those  who  were  to  engage  in  athletics  were  given  special  atten- 
tion. The  number  of  pupils  affected  and  the  number  of  defects 
corrected  is  as  follows: 


Defective  vision — 55  Number  of  defects  corrected —  31 

Defective  teeth — 280  Number  of  defects  corrected — 180 

145  have  received  dental  care  since  July,  1950. 

Defective  hearing — 2 

Diseased  tonsils — 15  Number  of  defects  corrected —  10 

One  pupil  suffered  a  fractured  shoulder. 

Two  pupils  suffered  fractured  legs. 

There  were  two  cases  of  pneumonia  and  two  cases  of  asthma. 

There  were  two  who  had  an  appendectomy. 

There  was  one  child  who  had  a  goiter  operation. 

I  would  like  at  this  time  to  say  that  I  think  the  teachers,  also  the 
parents,  should  be  given  credit  for  recognizing  communicable  diseases 
and  reporting  them,  thus  keeping  diseases  at  a  minimum  in  our  local 
schools.    I  do  appreciate  their  cooperation  very  much. 

From  December,  1949  through  April,  1950  there  were  36  cases  of 
chicken  pox.  During  the  spring  of  1950  there  were  20  cases  of  whoop- 
ing cough.  180  pupils  were  given  the  Patch  test.  Nearly  all  had  had  this 
test  four  years  ago.  Nine  showed  a  positive  reaction.  Six  of  these  had. 
a  chest  X-ray  and  chest  examination  later  at  the  tubercular  clinic  in 
Manchester,  two  were  X-rayed  at  the  Hillsborough  County  General 
Hospital,  and  one  child  in  a  physician's  office. 

Since  September  12,  1950  the  State  Board  of  Health's  mobile  chest 
X-ray  unit  has  been  parked  on  Elm  Street  in  Manchester.    This  mass 
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X-ray  survey  is  free  to  all  young  people  15  years  and  over  and  to  all 
adults.  When  I  asked  two  years  ago  and  again  this  fall  if  the  mobile 
unit  or  trailer  could  be  brought  to  Goffstown  thus  giving  those  in  this 
town,  New  Boston,  Weare  and  Dunbarton  an  opportunity  to  have  this 
screening  test,  I  was  told  that  these  towns  were  too  near  Manchester 
and  Concord,  and  that  if  our  people  were  interested,  they  could  easily 
take  advantage  of  this  program  in  either  of  these  two  cities.  I  asked  all 
those  in  high  school  before  Christmas  if  they  would  take  this  test  and 
quite  a  few  did  so. 

In  June,  1950  we  had  "open  house"  for  those  children  who  were  to 
enter  school  for  the  first  time  in  the  fall.  A  party  at  the  school  with 
orange  juice  and  cookies,  a  chance  to  visit  their  school  room  and  meet 
their  teachers  goes  far  toward  easing  the  strain  of  their  entrance  in  Sep- 
tember. Vision  and  hearing  tests  were  given  the  31  little  children  who 
registered  with  us  that  day. 

45  home  visits  were  made  during  the  year.

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PROPOSED  ZONING   ORDINANCE 

Approved  by  the  Planning  Board  on  February  21,  1951. 

To  promote  the  general  welfare  of  the  Town  of  Goffstown,  the  following 
ordinance  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  Voters  of  said  Town  in  Town  Meeting  con- 
vened, in  accordance  with  authority  conferred  by  Chapter  51,  Sections  50  to  71, 
and  Chapter  53,  Sections  1  to  38,  of  the  Revised  Laws  of  New  Hampshire  1942, 
or  any  amendments  thereto. 

ARTICLE  I 
Definition  of  Zones 

Section  1.  For  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance  the  Town  is  divided  into  five 
zones:  (1)  Industrial,  (2)  Commercial,  (3)  Residential,  (4)  Camp,  and  (5)  Out- 
side, hereafter  to  be  known  respectively  as  Zones  1,  2,  3,  4,  &  5. 

Section  2.  The  boundaries  of  all  zones  are  shown  on  the  Zoning  Map  to  be 
filed  with  the  Town  Clerk  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  ordinance,  and  as 
described  in  the  Legal  Description  of  Zones,  which  map  and  description  are 
hereby  made  a  part  of  this  ordinance. 

The  Legal  Description  is  as  follows: 

Industrial  Zone  (Zone  1). 

1.  Factory  Street,  north  of  the  railroad,  south  of  the  River,  extending  east- 
erly from  the  east  end  of  the  railroad  bridge  about  750  feet  to  the  east  line  of 
land  of  the  Pilgrim  Wool  Company. 

2.  Depot  Street,  south  of  the  railroad  to  the  river,  extending  westerly  from 
a  line  100  feet  west  of  Main  Street  to  the  east  line  of  the  Cemetery. 

3.  Church  Street,  south  side  of  the  Street  to  the  railroad,  from  a  point  100 
feet  west  of  Main  Street  to  the  east  side  of  Campbell  Court. 

Commercial  Zone   (Zone  2). 

1.  Main  Street,  from  the  intersection  of  North  Mast  Street  to  Union  Street, 
and  North  Mast  Street  on  the  north  side  of  the  Street  to  Summer  Street,  ex- 
tending 100  feet  deep  on  both  sides  of  Main  Street,  and  100  feet  deep  on  the 
north  side  of  North  Mast  Street. 

2.  Elm  Street,  both  sides  from  Main  Street  to  Spring  Street,  extending  back 
100  feet  deep. 

3.  Mast  Road,  Pinardville,  from  the  Town  line  to  Fairview  Street,  and  on 
Rockland  Avenue  and  Pinard  Street,  100  feet  deep  on  each  side  of  the  Road. 

Residential  Zone   (Zone  3). 

1.  Section  "A"  of  the  Planning  Board's  Town  Map,  outside  of  the  Com- 
mercial and  Industrial  areas  and  Camp  area. 

2.  500  feet  on  each  side  of  Mast  Road  from  the  west  line  of  Section  "A"  to 
Gorham  Brook. 

3.  500  feet  on  each  side  of  the  New  Boston  Road  from  the  limits  of  Section 
"A"  to  a  point  1500  feet  westerly  therefrom. 

4.  500  feet  on  each  side  of  the  Shirley  Hill  Road  from  the  limits  of  Section 
"A"  for  a  distance  of  4000  feet  southeasterly  on  said  Road. 

5.  500  feet  on  each  side  of  High  Street  from  the  limits  of  Section  "A"  for 
a  distance  of  3000  feet  northerly  on  said  Street. 

6.  500  feet  on  each  side  of  the  Mountain  Road  from  the  limits  of  Section 
"A"  southerly  to  the  Merrill  Road. 
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7.  Section  "B"  on  the  Town  Map,  outside  of  the  Commercial  Area,  and  ex- 
cepting" the  following  lands: — 

a.  Beginning  at  a  point  on  the  southwest  side  of  Mast  Road  opposite 
Moose  Club  Road;  thence  westerly  to  the  westerly  limits  of  Section  "B";  thence 
southerly  by  the  westerly  line  of  Section  "B"  to  the  Shirley  Hill  Road;  thence 
easterly  by  the  Shirley  Hill  Road  to  the  Tirrell  Hill  Road;  thence  northerly  by 
the  Tirrell  Hill  Road  to  a  point  on  said  road  directly  westerly  from  the  south- 
westerly end  of  Petain  Street;  thence  easterly  to  Petain  Street;  thence  north- 
easterly by  Petain  Street  to  Mast  Road;  thence  westerly  and  northwesterly  by 
Mast  Road  to   the  point  of  beginning. 

b.  All  the  land  lying  northeasterly  of  the  Boston  and  Maine  Right  of 
Way  and  on  the  southwesterly  side  of  the  Piscataquog  River. 

c.  All  the  land  lying  on  the  northeasterly  side  of  the  Piscataquog  River 
and  southerly  and  southwesterly  from  the  road  shown  on  the  Town  Map  and 
within  200  feet  of  the  river  extended  to  the  northerly  limits  of  Section  "B". 

8.  Grasmere,  from  a  point  500  feet  south  of  Mast  Road  on  the  west  line  of 
the  County  Farm;  thence  westerly  parallel  with  Mast  Road,  500  feet  distant 
therefrom,  to  the  east  line  of  the  right  of  way  of  the  Grafton  Power  Company ; 
thence  northerly  by  said  right  of  way  to  the  Piscataquog  River;  down  the  River 
to  a  point  500  feet  easterly  from  the  Henry  Bridge  Road;  southerly  parallel 
with  the  Henry  Bridge  Road  500  feet  distant  therefrom  to  the  right  of  way 
of  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad;  easterly  by  the  railroad  right  of  way  to 
the  west  line  of  the  County  Farm;  southerly  by  the  Farm  to  the  point 
of  beginning. 

Camp  Zone  (Zone  4). 

1.  Beginning  at  a  point  on  the  southerly  side  of  the  Goffstown  Back  Road 
directly  northerly  from  the  northerly  end  of  the  dam  at  the  easterly  end  of  Glen 
Lake;  hence  southerly  to  the  southerly  end  of  said  dam;  thence  westerly  and 
southwesterly  by  the  shore  of  the  Lake  to  the  Little  Brook;  thence  southerly 
by  said  Brook  to  the  right  of  way  of  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad;  thence 
westerly  by  said  right  of  way  to  the  easterly  line  of  Shirley  Park;  thence  north- 
erly by  Shirley  Park  to  the  River;  westerly  by  the  River  to  Richards  Brook; 
northerly  by  said  Brook  to  the  Back  Road;  easterly  by  the  Back  Road  to  the 
point  of  beginning. 

2.  All  that  area  of  land  located  around  Uncanoonuc  Lake  and  South  Un- 
canoonuc Mountain  as  shown  on  two  plans  of  land  of  the  Uncanoonuc  Incline 
Railway  and  Development  Company,  one  made  by  Frank  A.  Gay,  C.  E.,  revised 
by  J.  H.  Stone,  C.  E.,  in  1910,  filed  in  the  Hillsborough  County  Registry  of 
Deeds  as  Plan  No.  411,  and  the  other  made  by  E.  H.  Stickney,  C.  E.,  August 
1932,  filed  in  said  Registry  as  Plan  No.  625.  Excepting  the  land  located  within 
600  feet  of  the  U.  S.  Bench  Mark  on  the  top  of  South  Uncanoonuc  Mountain. 

3.  All  the  land  lying  northeasterly  of  the  Boston  and  Maine  Right  of  Way 
in  Section  "B"  of  the  Town  Map,  and  on  the  southwesterly  side  of  the  Piscata- 
quog River. 

4.  All  the  land  lying  on  the  northeasterly  side  of  the  Piscataquog  River  in 
Section  "B",  and  southerly  and  southwesterly  from  the  road  shown  on  the  Town 
Map  and  within  200  feet  of  the  river  extended  to  the  northerly  limits  of  Section 
"B". 

Outside  Zone  (Zone  5). 

All  lands  located  outside  of  Zones  1,  2,  3,  and  4,  excepting  all  the  land  lying 
north  of  the  Piscataquog  River  and  within  a  radius  of  one  (1)  mile  of  the  inter- 
section of  the  Henry  Bridge  Road  and  the  Goffstown  Back  Road.  It  is  under- 
stood that  the  land  excepted  above  is  not  to  be  subject  to  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  zoning  ordinance. 
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ARTICLE  II 
General  Provisions 

Section  1.  Nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  affect  the  existing  use  of  land  or 
buildings. 

Section  2.  No  junk  yard  or  place  for  the  storage  of  discarded  machinery, 
vehicles,  or  other  materials  shall  be  permitted  in  Zones  2,  3,  or  4,  or  within  500 
feet  of  any  public  highway  in  Zone  5. 

Section  3.  No  use  shall  be  permitted  which  is  noxious,  offensive,  or  detri- 
mental to  the  community  by  reason  of  the  emission  of  noise,  odor,  fumes  or 
other  substantial  reason. 

Section  4.  No  signs  or  group  of  signs  in  Zones  3  and  4  shall  be  permitted 
except  highway  directional  and  regulatory  signs,  historic  signs,  signs  relating 
to  the  sale  or  lease  of  the  premises,  or  advertising  the  business  or  profession  of 
the  occupant  of  the  premises,  but  in  no  case  shall  the  total  area  of  the  sign,  or 
group  of  signs,  erected  by  a  single  user,  exceed  25  square  feet. 

Section  5.  All  hotels,  overnight  cabins,  tourist  homes,  roadside  stands, 
garages  and  filling  stations  shall  provide  space  off  the  travelled  highway  for 
cars  attracted  by  the  business. 

Section  6.  The  owner  of  any  improved  land  in  Zones  3  and  4  not  located 
adjacent  to  an  accepted  street  or  highway  before  building  on  the  same,  or  the 
owner  of  any  land  in  any  zone  intended  for  subdivision  into  building  lots,  be- 
fore developing  the  same  or  selling  lots  therefrom,  shall  file  with  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  a  plan  of  the  proposed  building  with  reference  to  adjoining  high- 
ways, or  a  plan  of  the  proposed  subdivision,  and  shall  obtain  approval  thereon. 
The  Selectmen  shall  inspect  the  site  of  the  proposed  building  or  subdivision  and 
require  such  roads  or  other  areas  for  common  use  as  will  eventually  be  accept- 
able to  the  Town,  and  approve  the  same  when  satisfied  that  the  plans  are  in 
harmony  with  the  general  welfare  of  the  Town  and  not  detrimental  to  existing 
values,_  but  this  approval  shall  not  be  an  acceptance  of  the  streets  by  the  Town. 

Section  7.     In  Zones  1,  2,  3,  and  4: 

a.  The  roof  of  every  building  hereafter  erected  or  re-covered  in 
whole  or  in  part,  shall  be  covered  with  fire  resisting  material,  except  that  this 
provision  shall  not  prohibit  the  use  of  wood  shingles  in  repairing  any  section  of  a  root 
now  covered  with  wood  shingles. 

b.  Chimneys,  except  on  manufacturing  plants,  shall  be  con- 
structed from  the  ground  up  of  stone,  brick  or  concrete,  and  shall  be  lined  with 
standard  flue  lining,  and  shall  extend  at  least  2  feet  above  the  roof,  and  have 
a  cleanout  opening  at  the  base,  or  be  of  such  construction  as  is  approved  by  the 
fire  underwriters. 

c.  Unless  connected  with  a  sewer  system,  all  dwellings  and  build- 
ings in  public  use  shall  be  equipped  with  a  cesspool,  septic  tank  or  sanitary 
chemical  toilet. 

d.  All  buildings  which  shall  be  wired  for  electricity  shall  be 
done  so  in  accordance  with  the  National  Underwriters   Electric   Code. 

e.  No  permit  shall  be  issued  for  construction  or  alteration  unless 
the  proposed  structure  will  present  a  reasonable  appearance  and  will  be  in 
keeping  with  the  neighborhood. 

ARTICLE  III 
Zoning  Provisions 

Section  1.     Industrial  Zone  (Zone  1). 

a.  Any  and  all  uses  permitted  in  Zones  2,  3,  4,  and  5,  as  hereafter 
defined,  shall  be  permitted  in  Zone  1,  except  as  limited  in  this  section  and  as 
limited  by  Article  II. 

b.  Any  trade,  industry,  or  manufacturing  may  be  carried  on,  in- 
cluding  gasoline   filling   stations,    garages    for   the    storage   and    repair    of   auto- 
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motive  equipment,    storage  yards    or  structures    for  the  storage    of  lumber,    wood, 
coal,  coke,   petroleum  product,   grain  and  food   stuffs. 
Section  2.     Commercial  Zone  (Zone  2). 

a.  Any  and  all  uses  permitted  in  Zones  3,  4,  and  5,  hereafter 
defined,  shall  be  permitted  in  Zone  2,  except  as  limited  in  this  section  and  as 
limited  by  Article  II. 

b.  No  manufacturing"  or  industry  shall  be  conducted  in  any 
building  or  premises  where  the  area  devoted  to  such  use  exceeds  50%  of  the 
floor  area  of  that  part  of  the  building  occupied  by  such  use,  or  where  more  than 
five  operators  are  employed  in  such  manufacture  or  industry,  or  where  the 
major  portion  of  any  produce  so  manufactured  is  to  be  disposed  of  other  than 
by  retail  sales  by  the  manufacturer  to  the  consumer. 

c.  Any  use  permitted  by  Sections  "a"  and  "b"  hereof  shall  be 
permitted,  including  but  not  limited  by  the  following  uses: — 

(1)  Stores  for  the  retail  sale  of  commodities. 

(2)  Offices  or  stores  for  the  handling  of  sales  or  services. 

(3)  Offices  for  the  handling  of  administrative   functions. 

(4)  Retail  sale  of  gasoline  and  oil. 

(5)  Miscellaneous  uses  such  as  athletic  clubs,  or  gymnasiums, 
billiard  parlors  and  pool  halls,  bowling  alleys,  radio 
broadcasting,  dance  halls,  halls  or  auditoriums  for  enter- 
tainment or  recreation,  exhibition  hall,  skating  rink  or 
swimming  pool. 

(6)  Any  public  use  or  use  by  a  semi-public  agency  whose 
activities  are  primarily  non-profit  in  nature. 

(7)  Erection  of  multi-family  dwellings. 

Section  3.     Residential  Zone   (Zone  3). 

a.  The  following  uses  shall  be  permitted: —  One,  two,  three,  and 
four  family  residences,  not  over  two  and  one-half  stories  high,  hotels  and  lodg- 
ing places,  educational  institutions,  hospitals  or  clinics,  rest  homes,  convalescent 
homes,  homes  for  the  aged,  public  service  corporations,  greenhouses,  home  occu- 
pations, home  offices,  and  farming,  except  where  such  activity  creates  odors, 
dust,  insects  or  other  conditions  detrimental  to  the  neighborhood. 

b.  No  building  shall  be  erected  within  25  feet  of  the  street  line, 
unless  the  adjacent  houses  are  nearer  than  25  feet,  in  which  case  the  set  back 
from  the  street  line  shall  be  not  less  than  the  average  set  back  of  the  adjoining 
houses. 

c.  No  building  shall  be  erected  within  4  feet  of  the  side  lot  line, 
except  that  garages  may  be  built  within  2  feet  of  the  lot  line. 

d.  No  building  shall  be  used  or  erected  for  the  housing  of  any 
swine  or  cattle,  or  more  than  50  poultry. 

e.  All  dwellings  intended  for  the  permanent  occupancy  of  a 
family  unit  shall  provide  a  minimum  area  of  400  square  feet  of  floor  space  per 
family  unit  on  one  floor,  not  including  porches. 

Section  4.     Camp  Zone  (Zone  4). 

All  of  the  provisions  of  Section  3  referring  to  residential  zone  shall  apply  in 
this  area,  except  that  the  minimum  area  for  dwellings  shall  be  300  square  feet, 
the  set  back  from  the  street  shall  be  not  less  than  10  feet,  and  buildings  may  be 
placed  within  2  feet  of  the  side  lot  lines. 

Section  5.     Outside  Zone  (Zone  5). 

a.  In  all  of  the  area  outside  of  Zones  1,  2,  3,  and  4,  any  use  shall 
be  permitted  provided  it  does  not  conflict  with  Article  II,  Sections  1  through  6, 
and  Section  8,  or  with  the  following  provision. 

b.  No  building  shall  be  erected  or  use  permitted  within  500  feet 
of  any  residence  where  the  appearance  of  the  structure  or  the  use  does  not  rea- 
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sonably  conform  to  the  neighborhood.  This  provision  is  intended  to  eliminate 
the  erection  of  structures  or  uses  obviously  out  of  place  for  the  neighborhood 
where  attempted  to  be  located,  and  which  may  have  a  detrimental  effect  on 
property  value  and  neighborhood  character. 

ARTICLE  IV 
Administration  and  Enforcement 

Section  1.  Any  person  before  commencing  work  on  the  erection  or  sub- 
stantial alteration  of  any  building  or  structure  must  first  obtain  a  permit  from 
the  Board  of  Selectmen.  No  permit  shall  be  issued  when  the  alteration  or  con- 
struction or  change  in  use  would  be  in  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance;  and  the  Selectmen  may  require  a  plan  showing  such  construction  or 
alterations  to  be  filed  before  the  permit  is  granted. 

Section  2.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall 
be  subject  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  for  each  day  of  each  violation. 

Section  3.  Upon  any  well  founded  information  that  this  ordinance  is  being 
violated,  the  Selectmen  shall,  on  their  own  initiative,  take  immediate  steps  to 
enforce  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  by  seeking  an  injunction  in  the  Superior 
Court    or  by  other    appropriate  legal  action,    or  any  person    or  persons    aggrieved 

may  take  action  of  their  own  initiative  after  failure  of  the  Selectmen  to  act  after 
having  been  notified  for  thirty  days. 

Section  4.  The  Selectmen  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  Adjustment  conforming 
in  membership  and  duties  to  the  provisions  of  Chapter  51,  Sections  56  to  71,  in- 
clusive, of  the  Revised  Laws  of  New  Hampshire  1942,  and  any  amendments 
thereto.  In  addition  to  the  general  powers  granted  to  said  Board  by  the  Laws 
of  New  Hampshire,  said  Board  may  permit  variances  from  the  specific  terms  of 
this  ordinance  where  it  can  be  shown  that  the  specific  terms  would  result  in 
unnecessary  hardship,  but  such  variances  shall  be  in  harmony  with  its  general 
purpose  and  intent. 

Section  5.  This  ordinance  and  the  boundaries  of  districts  shown  on  the 
Zoning  Map  may  be  amended  at  any  annual  Town  Meeting  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  State  Zoning  Enabling  Act,  Chapter  51  of  the  Revised 
Laws  1942,  or  any  amendments  thereto. 

ARTICLE   V 

Validity 

If  any  section  or  part  of  section  or  paragraph  of  this  ordinance  is  declared 
invalid  or  unconstitutional,  it  shall  not  be  held  to  invalidate  or  impair  the  valid- 
ity, force  or  effect  of  any  other  section  or  sections  or  part  of  a  section  or  para- 
graph of  this  ordinance. 

ARTICLE  VI 
Effective 
This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage 
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
